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REMARKS 

I- Status of Claims 

Claims 1-32 are pending in this application. 

Claims 1-3. 6-9, 1 7-19, 24-26 and 29-32 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as 
allegedly being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6.578.0 i 5 to Haselfine et al. (hereinafter 
•'HaselUne") in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,699,528 to Hogan (hereinafter "Mogan"). 

Claims 4. 5. 10-16, 20-23, 27 and 28 stand i ejected under 35 U.S.C, § 103(a) as allegedly 
being unpatentable over Haseittne in view of Hogan and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6.292.789 to Schutzer {hereinafter "'Schutzer'") and U.S. Patent No. 5.465,206 io Milt et al 
(hereinafter "Hilt"). 

The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences affirmed the rejections issued in the Final 
Office Action dated June 13, 2005. 

Claims 1 , 1 9, and 24 were previously amended in response to the Board decision. 
IL Summary of Office Interview 

Applicant thanks Examiner Felten for the courtesy extended during the January 25. 2012 
office interview. During the interview. Applicant's undersigned representative provided an 
overview of the claimed invention and discussed with the Examiner the main issues on appeal 
and how those issues were addressed by the RCE amendment. Although no agreement was 
reached regarding claim allowance. Applicant promised to supply additional information 
regarding "remittance slip" and the "formatting''' thereof in order to facilitate the Examiner's 
prior art search. Hence the following remarks.
